History of I. E. Brown, the New 


International Secretary. 


. I. E. Brown, who was appointed In- 
ternational Secretary of the Young 
Men's Christian Association at> the na- 
tional jubilee now being held in Lon- 
don, has held the position of State Sec- 
retary of Illinois for fourteen years. In 
1880 he was Superintendent of Public 
Schools at Decatur, where he then 
lived. He resigned that position when 
elected to come to Chicago. He proved 
to be the first successful Secretary 
the association ever had, the work pro- 
greasing wonderfully under his guidance. 
At the time of his taking the office there 
were nine associations in Illinois, with 
property valued at 825,000. Now there 
are twenty-four associations, with prop- 
erty worth 83^000,000. He is an indefat- 
igable worker in State organization and 
inaugurated the present system of cor- 
respondence in vogue throughout the 
State.

Dfcta't Watt to Greet th« Ap-

BEM FOREWARNED OFTHElfiCOIHG. 


The Offieera, Under the Protection of the 


Mflitmy, Proceed to Make Ar- ' 


teats, and Sidetracked Cod 


Trains are Moved. 


, Ind., June 3.—The Na- 


tional guards of Indiana sent by GOT.' 
Matthews to put a stop to the further 
interference of coal mine strikers with 
the passage of coal-laden trains through 
the city, arrived here at 6 o'clock this 
morning. The train was sidetracked 
one mile east of the city limits, and 
the <50 citizen soldiers disembarked 
with Catling gun, bayonets fixed 
and regimental colors flying. They 
marched down the railroad track 
where all the trouble has been, but on 
entering the city found no army of 
riotous strikers to oppose their march 
or give them any work to do. Scattered 
on and off the track, however, were 
counted twenty-six strikers, none of 
whom showed any disposition to make 
trouble. 


Sheriff Leming, who, with Adjt.-Gen. 


Bobbins is in command of the militia, 
read to the handful of strikers the re- 
straining order issued at Washington 
last Thursday by Judge Heffern. 


Friends of the strikers in Indianap- 


olis had forewarned them of the ap- 
proach of the militia, which accounted 
for the disappearance of the 200 or 300 
former rioters. The sheriff set out to 
find four men, who had been leaders in 
the disturbance and for whom he had 
warrants. 
After much difficulty he 


caught W. E. Summers, a justice of 
the peace for the local township, and 
Dick Gade, who have been leading the 
strikers in their lawless interference 
with the property of the railroads, and 
John Plynn, a striker. The warrants 
charge them with riotous conspiracy 
and contempt of Judge Heffern's man- 
date. 


Immediately after the arrival of the 


troops the officials of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Southwestern railroad began to 
move the coal cars which had been, 
sidetracked by the strikers, nearly all 
of whom remained in their homes, but 
the women and children belonging to 
the strikers' families gathered on and 
along the track, hooting at the rail- 
road men, militia and sheriff while the 
work of moving the trains was in 
progress. 


The city is now clear of coal cars and 


the militia are spending the night in 
camp.

talk of a temporary suspension of all 
business until there IB a change. 


A crowd of SOD 
miners at this 


place marched out to the Pooahontas 
mine, a half mile south of Jackson and 
demanded the suspension of basutas* 
at once. This was refused and it 
looked much like bloodshed. Miners 
with their work tools as weapons threat- 
ened the crowd and charged them, but 
by timely advice of leaders, serious 
trouble was avoided. A compromise 
was affected, the miners agreeing to 
run no more coal after to-morrow. 
There are now, in the various places in 
Jackson county, fully 3,000 miners on 
the alert, ready for any action neces- 
sary.

ON THE WARPATH. 


DEKVKB, Cal., June 3. — Detectives as- 


sisted Sheriff Bowers to-day io. a search 
for John Calderwood, president of the 
Victor miners' union, who came up 
from Colorado Springs with GOT. Waite 
at an early hour Oils morning. When 
the party arrived Calderwood was 
taken into a carriage with the gov- 
ernor and conveyed to some secluded 
place, where, no one but the governor's 
party knows. Sheriff Bowers arrived 
about daylight with a warrant for 
Calderwood's arrest upon the charge of 
inciting to riot. He had not been ar- 
rested in Colorado Springs because 
then he was the governor's guest. 


Detectives shadowed Gov. Waite all 


day in the hope that they might find 
then- man, but at night Sheriff Bowers 
had to return without the head official 
of the miners now in belligerent atti- 
tude on Bull Hill. 


About the governor's office the popu- 


lists there declared that the arrest of 
Calderwood would only add fuel to the 
hatred of the miners and would make 
the contest all the more bloodthirsty. 
Calderwood came under a flag of truce, 
they declare, and should not be sub- 
jected to arrest. But the civil author- 
ities look upon the man not as a bell i- 
gerent, but as an accomplice in a con- 
spiracy that has already resulted in 
highway robberies, arson, destruction 
of property and in murder. 


Gov. Waite said to-day that he had 


taken no official action, and it is not 
believed that he will declare martial 
law, a point which is declared to be il- 
legal. Strong pressure has steadily been 
brought to bear upon him to get him 
to agree to back up Sheriff Bowers with 
the militia, a move he is loath to make. 


When Gov. Waite reached Palmer he 


sent the following telegram to Adjt.- 
Gen. Tarsney, thinking Sheriff Bowers 
had made the above request for troops:

souri river, which will not begin to re-

town and adjao it to it, and to-day 
half the placa h- melted Into the river, 
together with ball a dozen farms of 160 
acres each. The channel of the river 
was a half mile west of Winthrop last 
year, but to-day that channel is a sand 
bar and the new channel occupies what 
was once the main street of the village. 


Assisted by the citizens, the railroad 


companies have been spending thoti' 
sands of dollars in an effort to stop the 
cutting of the river, but the efforts have 
been in vain, and the work has been 
given up. The water is now within a few 
rods of the tracks of the four compan- 
ies which run parallel to each other at 
that point, and is rapidly eating its
